OHICAGO, Sept. 15.—Roads running out of
Clicago have hecome luvolved in the rate
war on packing house products, ent rates on
which have been in effect tor some time from
Omaba and Kansas City, nnd today reduoe-
tions of from 6 to 10 centa per 100 pounds
from Chicago on packing house products
wors announced to go Into effect Septem-
bar 20.

A meeting of the transmissouri lines was
held today in an endeavor to effect a restora-
tion of the rates, which are being badly cut
from the western points. It was stated after
the mesting that no satlsfactory arrange-
ment had been agreed on and the announce-
ment of the cut ln rates from Chicago was
minde soon after.

The rate war, which is practically between
the Chleago, Burlington & Qulocy and the
Knneas Clty, Fort Scott & Memphis roads
over the Kansas Clty-Omaha differentials, is
now decidedly interesting, Rates on pack-
ing houen products from Omaha and Kansas
Clty to Ohlo river points have now reached
rock bottom and another reduction by either
of the lines would almost give the packers
nt Missourl river points an opportunity to
ship thelr products to the southeast {ree of
charge,
